DEATH OF CARTER HARRISON 


Not alone Chicago, but the cnuntn at 
large, was 
deeply 
shock ed 
yesterday 
morning by the announcement thatt arter 
H. Harrison, mayor of the city to which 
the eyes of the world have for main 
months been turned, had at his home met 
a suddeu and tragic death at the hands of 
an assassin. 
Full particulars of the tm r- 
der are given in our despatches elsewhere 
The circumstance 
recalls mott vividly 
those previous occasions when the most 
prominent men in the nation were strick en 
dowu in death by the bullet of the nn/ e d 
HSfOissin, and suggests the thought that as 
insanity is rapidly on the increase, the 
position of our public men are becoming 
yearly more dangerous. 
It i* about time 
that the causes for this were systematical 
ly sought for, aud if possible removed 
Carter Harrison 
was 
not a character 
which 
in every respect called for our 
admiration. 
But ho was a man whose 
impulses were mainly right - a man of 
forceful character, who had main friends 
as well as many enemies among the peo­ 
ple. 
He was in many respects a repre 
gentitive citizen of the representative city 
of the nation 
In this Columbian year he 
tilled no small place in the e>es of the 
world, in the history of Chicago and of 
the country 
During the various terms 
in which he had tilled the executive chair 
of that great city by the lak e, there was 
much in the moral side of his municipal 
admistration that was disappointing to 
the best sentiment of the public. 
He 
never rose above the realm of 
p o l i t i c s 
into that of statesmanship 
lie made 
a business of politics and be k new his 
business thoroughly. 
He was alwav* 
brave in conflict and magnanimous in vie 
tory, and during times when disorder 
threatened he was on the side of order 
The closing days of the great exposition, 
in which he took a peculiar pride, art* 
rendered silently sad by his tragic d» ath 
When in the vigor of manhood, carrying 
with rugged strength his 118 years, tic. 
but a few hours before his death, his eves 
llashiug with commendable pride in Ihu 
achievement of Chicago, delivered bis 
brilliant address on the Fair grounds, 
how little did any one think it was Ins last 
public utterance. His public career could 
have ended only in death, for quiet and 
the obscurity of private citizenship were 
thoroughly foreign to his nature. 
But 
the end is peculiarly sad 
The chief ex 
eeutive of a great city up to the imunent 
of his death, life moving prosperously in 
its various channels,with m0 « Lon around 
him and the fruition of love before him 
with ambition bright as in youth his ea 
reer lias been most tragically check ed at 
full flood in a manner that is most burri 
fying.

stances; but a man who k nows his rights 
and with level-headed determination pro 
poses Uj maintain them; aud if the big 
corporation suppose« ! that he could be 
frightened into submis-ion, it evident)* 
mistook its man. 
He claims that he has 
a clear title to his farm, only one remove 
from the government grant, ami that all 
the clami that the raiiroaii can hold is a 
right-of-way through his property. 
That 
he even ha* the right to cultivate and 
gather the crops from the strip on« * bun 
dred feet wide already fenced in, ami he 
does not propose to surrender any more 
laixl than the company now occupy. 
So 
he brought suit, as stated, against li e 
company for trespa-* 
whi« h h<- gaine« ! 
in the lower 
court, 
the 
defendants 
being fined for tr« -*p;« s- to the full « -xtent 
of the law. 
The corporation will of 
course carry the « ase up, as is it* poli« \ 
but Mr Moore, baek etl by his neigbb r* 
and all property owners along the line of 
the r« « ad if need fie, is prepared to meet 
all the trouble and expense necessary to 
tight the encroachment to the high**» « 
court in the country if compelled to do so
